Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 


The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one- point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform."

He is being 
held in lieu of $50,000 bond. 


MKTPATH, INC. and McCullagh 


Leasing, Inc. were named in the suit 
because Draut was allegedly driving a 
leased company car at the time of the 
accident, Frank Bonifacic, Mrs, Var- 
go's attorney said. 


The suit alleges Metpath was negli- 


gent in allowing Draut to operate the 
car ", . . when they knew or should 
have known that he was not a safe 
driver; failed to revoke his privileges 
to drive their vehicle when they knew 
or should have known that he had 
been issued a warning from the Secre- 
tary of State as to his driving privi- 
leges." 


The suit further alleges that the

Draut was released after Associate 


Judge Anthony J. Scotillo reduced his 
bond from $200,000 to $50,000. 


In arguing for the reduction, Ber- 


nard B. Brody, Draut's attorney, said 
a $200,000 bond was unreasonable for

violations and 
because 


Draut had no prior police record. 


A preliminary hearing for Draut 


was continued to 9 a.m. Friday in the 
Arlington Heights branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court after Brody ar- 
gued that he had not received re- 
quested information on Draut's arrest 
from the State's Attorney's Office. 


Draut did not appear in court Fri- 


THE TAVERNS were named be- 


cause Draut was allegedly drinking at 
them before the fatal accident. The 
Illinois Dram Shop Act holds taverns 
partly responsible for actions of pa- 
trons resulting from their drinking.

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. . 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a^ 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that-a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all1' in the virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
woulcf be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


• Sencer told a news conference "we 
are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

Elk Grove Village, will become a 
teaching hospital associated with Lo- 
yola University's Stritch School of 
Medicine. 


Agreement between Alexian Broth- 


ers and Loyola was announced Friday 
by Brother Felix Bettendorf, presi- 
dent of the Medical Center, and Dr. 
Joseph Wells, dean of Stritch medical 
school. 


Alexian Brothers will be used for 


teaching at two levels: 


• Clerkships for upperclassmen in 


medical school who have had sciences 
and some clinical experience. 


• Residencies for medical school 


graduates who are licensed physicians 
fulfilling requirements for medical 
specialties. 


Members of the hospital's medical 


and dental staffs who are active 
teachers will have appointments to 
the medical school faculty. Participa- 
tion in the teaching program will be 
strictly voluntary. 


A representative for Alexian Broth- 


ers said she did not know how many 
students would be assigned to the hos- 
pital this fall, or how many members 
of the medical staff will get involved 
in the teaching program. 


Bettendorf said the affiliation with 


Stritch medical school, which had 
been under discussion for some time, 
"is another step in the continuing 
commitment to education that is es- 
sential to providing quality health 
care in the constantly changing field 
of medicine." 


WELLS SAID the use of Alexian 


Brothers as a teaching hospital "will

Bond cuts refused in Columbo case 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


Friday denied bond reductions for Pa- 
tricia Columbo and Frank DeLuca, 
charged with the brutal slaying of 
Miss Columbo's family in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Judge Philip Romiti denied a mo- 


tion filed Monday, to reduce DeLuca's 
bond from $250,000 to $20,000, and 
turned down a similar request filed 
June 16 to reduce Miss Columbo's 
bond from $250,000 to $40,000. 


William Swano, public defender for 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca, said his 
office Tue-day will appeal Romiti's 
decision in the Illinois Appellate 
Court. 


Under state law, a defendant in cus- 


tody must post 10 per cent of a bond 
to be freed. Miss Columbo and De- 
Luca consequently must post $25,000 
each before they can be released to 
await trial. Neither has been able to 
raise the amount. 


MISS COLUMBO, Swano said, "is 


entitled to a reasonable bond. She's 
indigent; the bond is too high." 


As for winning an appeal for De- 


Luca, Swano said "We should have a 
much better chance. If anybody de- 
serves a bond, it's him." 


The pair is charged with the May 4 


slaying of the Frank Columbo family 
of 55 E. Brant wood Dr., Elk Grove 
Village, in which Frank, his wife 
Mary and 13-year-old son Michael 
were murdered. 


Miss Columbo, daughter of the fam- 


ily, was arrested May 15 at the Lom- 


bard apartment she shared with De- 
Luca. DeLuca was arrested July 17 at 
the apartment he recently had moved 
to in Villa Park. 


SWANO ARGUED in court Monday 


that DeLuca should be given a re- 
duced bond so that DeLuca may free 
himself, return to his job as a drug- 
store manager and continue $600- 
a-month alimony payments to his ex-

WASHINGTON (DPI) - The Feder- 


al Trade Commission ruled Friday 
that the egg industry engaged in "pat- 
ently false and misleading" advertis- 
ing by telling American consumers 
there is no evidence to link the eating 
of eggs to heart attacks. 


Eggs are a "complete food with 


many nutritive virtues," the commis- 
sion said, but the cholesterol-heart, 
disease controversy is far from set- 
tled and until it is the industry has no 
business claiming the other side has 
no story to tell. 


In issuing a cease-and-desist order 


against the National Commission on 
Egg Nutrition, the FTC said it was 
not deciding whose "interpretation of 
a difficult and incomplete body of sci- 


entific literature is superior." But it 
said: 


"No consumer who wishes to make 


w e 11-informed 
dietary 
selections 


should ignore the existing literature 
(or a physician's evaluation of it) 
with respect to the relationship be- 
tween dietary cholesterol and heart 
disease . . . A reasonable person 
might well decide that the current 
state of learning and opinion with re- 
spect to dietary cholesterol does not 
warrant limitation of egg consumption 
to any degree. 


"On the other hand, a reasonable 


person might equally well conclude 
that the existing evidence is suf- 
ficiently troublesome to render some 
limitation or reduction in consumption 


of dietary cholesterol (including eggs) 
a prudent measure, as many experts 
now recommend. 


"In either event, the decision is one 


which a consumer should make after a 
review of all available information. 
By representing that 'there is no evi- 
dence that eating eggs will increase 
the risk of heart disease' (the NCEN) 
discourages that review and repre- 
sents that there is no need for the con- 
sumer to go beyond their advertise- 
ment, because in this case there is 
simply 'no evidence' to warrant fur- 
ther inquiry." 


The ads in question appeared in 


newspapers across the country from 
1973 through part of 1975 as the in- 
dustry group tried to shore up egg 


sales wich had plummeted because of 
the cholesterol scare. The FTC said 
that by hitting on the "no evidence" 
angle the industry presented a mes- 
sage that "is patently false and mis- 
leading." 


The FTC ordered NCEN in any fu- 


ture advertising to make a clear dis- 
closure that many medical experts be- 
lieve existing evidence indicates oth- 
erwise. It also said the NCEN must 
make clear " in close proximity" to 
its name in the ads "that it is an or- 
ganization composed of egg producers 
and others in the egg industry." 


The industry has argued that the 


FTC ignored recent scientific studies 
giving less credence to theories about 
eggs and heart disease.

Red Cross fired on; evacuation halted 


Unidentified gunmen Friday opened fire on Red Cross ambu- 


lances and trucks carrying wounded from the surrounded Tal Zaa- 
tar Palestinian camp, injuring a Swiss driver and forcing medics 
to cut short their rescue operation. Four of the 74 injured refugees 
evacuated Friday were wounded again by the sniper fire. Earlier, 
hundreds of uninjured residents of the camp in Beirut fought and 
scrambled to try to get on the trucks for the wounded and Palesti- 
nian defenders beat them back with rifle butts. A statement by the 
International Red Cross in Geneva announced an end to the rescue 
effort until Palestinians and Christian besiegers agreed to the 
evacuation of all civilians at Tal Zaatar — including uninjured 
refugees — and assured the safety of the operation. 


Iran seeks more U.S. military supplies 


The Shah of Iran, denying a Senate report that U.S. arms sales 


to Iran are mismanaged and excessive, said Friday his country 
needs more American military supplies because Iran's neighbors 
have a three-to-one edge in military firepower. The Shah, who met 
with Sec. of State Kissinger for three hours at his summer palace 
on the shores of the Caspian Sea, also said Iran wants eight to 10 
U.S. nuclear reactors for nonmilitary uses and is interested in a 
proposal to barter Iranian oil for U.S. weapons. Kissinger said the 
talks were "extremely constructive" and conducted with "great 
cordiality and general agreement." He declined to discuss specif- 
ics of the meeting. 


Kenya, Uganda seek to normalize relations 


Kenya and Uganda agreed Friday to normalize relations and 


reduce the threat of a major war in East Africa by withdrawing 
all troops from their common border. Uganda also agreed to pay 
its outstanding debts to Kenya in an effort to get oil supplies 
flowing again to the landlocked nation where industry and trans- 
port have been at a standstill for weeks. Kenyan Foreign Minister 
Mttnyau Waiyaki and Lt. Col. Dusman Sabuni, Uganda's industry 
minister, signed a four-page communique to normalize relations 
after three days of ministerial talks. 


Arms race criticized by Hiroshima official 


The mayor of Hiroshima said Friday the United States and the 


Soviet Union have "trampled" on the city — destroyed by the 
world's first atomic bomb 31 years ago — by continuing the nucle- 
ar arms race. Prime Minister Takeo Miki, who joined tens of 
thousands of Japanese at memorial services in the Hiroshima 
Peace Park for the victims of the nuclear holocaust, bowed his 
head and prayed silently at 8:15 a.m., the precise time the bomb 
dropped from the U.S. B-29 bomber Enola Gay and engulfed the 
city of 300.000 in a mushroom cloud and a flaming inferno. 


Italian premier wins confidence vote 


Italian Premier Giulio Andreotti's minority Christian Democrat- 


ic government Friday night easily won an already assured Senate 
vote of confidence. The vote was 136 in favor of Italy's 39th gov- 
ernment in 33 years and 17 against. There were 69 abstentions. 
The required majority was 112.

Ford, Reagan continue hunt for delegates 


President Ford won over an uncommitted delegate from South 


Carolina's Republican National Convention Friday and Ronald 
Reagan got one in West Virginia in their stretch-drive for con- 
vention support. Ford chatted with the seven-member South Caro- 
lina delegation in the Oval Office and, afterwards, delegate Ray 
Sifley of Orangeburg, S.C., told reporters he had decided to switch 
from uncommitted status to supporting Ford. One Reagan suppor- 
ter from South Carolina said he was now leaning toward uncom- 
mitted status Another Reagan backer said he would stick by the 
California governor for now, but might change later. Reagan, tour- 
ing the Northeast with Sen. Richard Schweiker of Pennsylvania, 
his controversial running mate choice, picked up seven more dele- 
gates Thursday and was credited with winning another in West 
Virginia Friday in the UPI delegate count. Before Sifley an- 
nounced his change, the UPI count showed Ford with 1,119 of the 
1.130 delegates needed for the nomination. Reagan had 1,038 and 
102 were uncommitted. 


Colorado death count now at 112 


Searchers recovered more than a dozen bodies Friday from piles 


of mud and debris below this flood-devastated town in the Big 
Thompson River canyon. The discovery came as Gov. Richard 
Lamm made his first on-site inspection of the canyon hit by a 19- 
foot wall of water last weekend. The official death toll was at least 
112. More than 800 were feared missing, Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson said disaster workers uncovered "12 to 20" bodies 
during the day. He said, "It still looks like it will'reach 200." 


Erosion blamed for collapse of Idaho dam 


An Interior Dept. official said Friday that "internal erosion" 


probably caused the June 5 collapse of the earthfill Teton Dam in 
Idaho. Deputy Assistant Sec. Dennis Sachs, testifying before a 
House subcommittee, said silt, sand and gravel forming the em- 
bankment apparently was eaten away by a narrow but rapidly 
widening stream of water. 


Jurors in Harris trial still out 


The jury in the trial of Symbionese Liberation Army revolution- 


aries William and Emily Harris wound up a full week of deliber- 
ation Friday with no sign they were near a verdict on the charges 
of kidnaping, robbery and assault. The only word from the jury 
room was that the seven women and five men needed a change of 
laundry, indicating there was such disagreement on guilt or in- 
nocence that the end result might be a hung jury and a mistrial. 
Both prosecution and defense attorneys claimed the long delay in 
a verdict was an encouraging omen. The jurors were scheduled to 
continue their deliberations today. 


A SWIMMING OUTING ended in tragedy 
Friday when a school bus carrying 35 young- 
sters slammed into a bridge near 
Neola, 


Iowa, and rolled down an embankment. 
Three children were killed. The driver and 32 


children were taken to Council Bluffs hospi- 
tals.

Johannesburg (UPI) — Racial riots 


spread to two more provinces Friday 
and South African police went on na- 
tionwide alert. Police opened fire on 
crowds of rioting blacks in the segre- 
gated township of Soweto for the third 
straight day, killing at least one riot- 
er. 


Three days of demonstrations in So- 


weto spread to Inanda in Natal Prov- 
ince and to the Orange Free State, 
police said. Police said the rioting 
"shows no signs of ending." 


Police headquarters 
in Pretoria 


said the national alert was ordered 
only as a "precautionary measure" to 
prevent the rioting from escalating 
over the weekend. 


The death of one black Friday 


brought to eight the number killed in 
the past three days of spreading ra- 
cial violence. 


Police denied reports that a ma- 


chinegun and six rifles were stolen 
from them in Soweto. The Johannes- 
burg Star said a machinegun was 
seized from a policeman after he was 
struck on the head by a rock. 


Police confirmed one weapon was 


stolen Thursday but gave no details. 


Black newsmen who witnessed po- 


lice shooting at crowds in Soweto Fri- 
day said they saw at least one victim 
downed by a bullet and others 
wounded. 


"Police took them away immediate- 


ly after the shooting and drove 
away," one newsman said. 


Only blacks are permitted into the 


township and foreign and local white 
reporters have been barred entry. 


Students frequently were warned by 


police bullhorns that their demonstra- 
tions were illegal under a ban on all 
public meetings. In several areas, stu- 
dents refused to heed warnings. 


Police moved around crowds in 


"hippo" armored vehicles carrying 
about 20 men and tossing cue teargas 
cannisters. The witnessing newsmen 
said the students fled the smoke but 
regrouped elsewhere. 


Police reinforcements moved into 


Soweto to break up crowds of blacks 
who stoned buses and cars and set at 
least two buses on fire. Witnesses said 
several running skirmishes broke out 
between police in Soweto streets. 


Police officials said demonstrators 


giving the clenched fist salute threa- 
tened Soweto residents trying to get to 
work Friday. Bus drivers refused to 
make their rounds for fear of retali- 
ation from the rioting students and 
city health clinics closed in the black 
township. 


A senior police spokesman at Mid- 


dleburg, about 70 miles east of Johan- 
nesburg, said 13 classrooms were de- 
stroyed in fires at three schools in the 
local black suburb during the night. 


Witnesses said at least one youth 


was shot dead when police fired into a 
stonethrowing crowd in Soweto, a 
black enclave of about one million 
population 15 miles south of Johannes- 
burg. 


They said two others fell during the 


shooting but could not confirm they 
died. Police confirmed four demon- 
strators were wounded by gunfire. 


Witnesses and newspapers have re- 


ported eight persons killed in the 
three days of renewed black pratests 
and rioting. Police have given the of- 
ficial death toll as three dead and 30 
wounded. 


The newspaper reports and wit- 


nesses said police killed three blacks 
Wednesday and two others died in 
front of trains which were being 
stoned and burned by demonstrators. 
A teen-age girl was trampled to death 
Thursday and a black man died of a 
broken neck when he dived from a 
bus being stoned on Friday. 


South African police commissioner, 


Gen. Gert Prinsloo, in a statement is- 
sued in Pretoria, blamed black lead- 
ers in Soweto for the continuing riot- 
ing. 


"The disturbances show no signs of 


ending and it seems the responsible 
people of Soweto cannot or will not do 
anything about it," Prinsloo said.

move to slash income taxes further, 
and — in a surprise — killed a major 
tax cut for investors who hold stocks, 
property or other capital investments 
for long periods. 


Not so surprisingly, one of the fi- 


nal successful 
amendments would 


give the elderly a tax break on selling 
a home by increasing the over -65 ex- 
emption from capital gains taxes 
from $20,000 to $30,000. 


Others affect 
a narrower con- 


stituency ranging from major breaks 
for railroads and airlines to smaller 
breaks for small fishing operations in 
New England. Various oil companies, 
the maritime industry, some banks, 
trusts and dozens of others would 
gain. 


Few efforts by reformers to change 


the trend succeeded, and some, mem- 
bers of the reform group, which was 
led by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., sponsored narrow interest 
provisions — such as the amendment 
by Sen. Walter Mondale, D-Minn., to 
grant a special tax break to Investors 


Diversified Services of Minneapolis. 


Mondale's amendment was dropped 


after he became a vice presidential 
candidate. 


In addition to the general $17.3 bil- 


lion tax cut, the bill would increase 
taxes on some groups by $2.1 billion 
and decrease taxes on others by $2 
billion, leaving the reform sections of 
the bill almost neutral. 


However, in the next four years as 


other tax breaks came into play, the 
bill would reduce Treasury revenue 
by $10 billion. 


The bill faces a tough conference 


with a House-passed bill which covers 
almost the same subjects but which 
gains $6 billion in the same period. 


Last-minute efforts by Kennedy and 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Minn., to 
tighten the reform sections of the bill 
failed. Nelson failed 50-30 to curb spe- 
cial tax advantages for exporters 
through use of Domestic International 
Sales Corporations. 


Kennedy tried unsuccessfully 
to 


tighten the minimum tax, already the 
toughest revenueraising amendment 


in the bill at $815 million in 1977, but 
which the Kennedy forces found in- 
adequate. 


A m o n g 
the other 
tightening 


amendments are rules limiting tax 
shelters and limits on the tax deduc- 
tions by those who rent vacation 
homes and those who claim deduc- 
tions for rooms in the home used as 
an office. 


At the White House, President 


Ford said he regretted that the Sen- 
ate rejected a tax reform bill amend- 
ment that would rave raised the per- 
sonal income tax exemption from $750 
to $1,000 a year. Ford said it would 
have promoted "real equity in the tax 
system" and cut income taxes by 
$10.2 billion a year — $193 a year for 
a family of four earning $14,000. 


Besides the tax cuts for individuals 


and industry, numerous groups would. 
benefit from the bill, including work- 
ing parents, college students, the el- 
derly and the divorced paying alimo- 
ny. Many special interest groups and 
individual industries such as rail- 
roads also would benefit.

2 killed as plane 
rams into 2 homes 


A converted World War II bomber with two persons aboard 


sputtered during a test flight and crashed into a residential neigh- 
borhood on Chicago's Southwest Side Friday, killing both occupants 
of the plane and destroying two houses. The Cook County Coroner's 
Office Identified the victims only as Ken Schorn and John Worley. 
They were pronounced dead on arrival at Holy Cross Hospital. The 
two women inside the homes who were seriously injured were 
identified as Sophie Glab, 33, and Elsie Rabideau, 60. The pilot of 
the plane, a North American B-25, was attempting to make an 
emergency landing at Midway Airport. 


1,000 officials convicted since '70 


U.S. Assistant Atty. Gen. Richard Thornburgh said Friday feder- 


al prosecutors have won convictions of an estimated 1,000 federal, 
state and local officials for corruption in office since 1970. 
Thornburgh said the Justice Dept. criminal division is using im- 
munity laws, mail fraud statutes and old laws against labor rack- 
eteering to get convictions in difficult extortion and bribery cases. 


But he told Chicago's Better Government Assn. the increasing 


numbers of convictions does not necessarily mean there is more 
corruption than in the past. "The fact is that there have been, by 
best estimates, on the order of 1,000 federal, state and local public 
officials convicted since 1970 of federal crimes relating to their 
conduct in office," he said. "And these are not minor cases by any 
means." 


Judge rules? in favor of tenants 


A Cook County circuit court judge Friday ordered a Chicago 


developer to turn over control of a Near North Side building to 
condominium owners who sued because their maintenance costs 
had soared. In a precedent-setting decision, Judge Daniel Covelli 
ruled that the developer of the 87-unit building, Luster-Friedman 
and Co., imposed unreasonable increases in maintenance charges 
on more than 50 condominium owners. Edward Joyce, the attorney 
who handled the class action suit, said the developer gave prospec- 
tive condominium owners a figure for a monthly maintenance cost 
on the building before it was converted to a condominium. "There 
was a 20 to 30 per cent increase in maintenance costs immediately 
after they converted the building to a condominium," he said. "So 
a fellow who bought in, made his decision on the basis of one set of 
figures and then he was confronted with another."

U.S. judges merit 
'iat raise': Percy 


Federal judges should get a fat pay raise and should be chosen 


purely on merit, Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-lll., said Friday in 
Atlanta, Ga. in the text of a speech prepared for delivery at the 
American Judicature Society meeting. Percy said the pay for fed- 
eral judges is too low to draw top-notch attorneys to the job. 
"Over the past seven years, many individuals who were my first 
choices as candidates for federal judgeships in Illinois decided 
that, while they were highly desirous of serving on the federal 
bench, they could not accept such positions at the prevailing sala- 
ry levels," Percy said. He suggested the judges get a substantial 
raise, perhaps to the $60,000 level of Cabinet members. 


'Priority to state's businesses' 


Democratic gubernatorial candidate Michael J. Hewlett Friday 


promised to give top priority rating to preserving, expanding and 
protecting existing industries and existing jobs in Illinois. Hewlett, 
Secretary of State, said he felt the top rating was justified "since 
80 per cent of Illinois' economic expansion always has come from 
Illinois firms." Speaking before the Sterling Chamber of Com- 
merce, Howlett said another high priority goal of Illinois should be 
to "go after business and keep what we have; control state gov- 
ernment spending and develop long-term policies that potential 
investors can rely upon." Howlett said he has formed an advisory 
committee to assemble a program to make economic development 
a key part of his administration.

Paris-based unit 
reports U.S. 
economy better 


The U.S. economy has improved 


markedly over the past year and the 
task now is to keep reducing both in- 
flation and unemployment, the Organi- 
zation for Economic Cooperation and 
Development said recently. 


The Paris-based OECD, which com- 


prises 24 industrial nations, makes pe- 
riodic reports on the economies of 
member countries. Its U.S. report 
said, "The economic situation in the 
United States has improved sig- 
nificantly over the last 12 months. 


"Activity has recovered, 
greatly 


helped by the tax cut adopted last 
year, unemployment has fallen and, 
at the same time, progress has been 
made towards lower inflation. 
"... The international competitive 


position of U.S. industry has remained 
strong, The U.S. dollar appreciated 
significantly against other major cur- 
rencies during the summer of 1975 
and has since remained stable. 


"THE MAIN TASK of policy now is 


to insure continued progress with re- 
spect to both unemployment and in- 
flation, although this may become 
more difficult as the economic up- 
swing proceeds. 


"It is clearly essential to avoid the 


boom and bust patern which has 
characterized many previous cyclical 
episodes . . . The authorities are 
therefore aiming at steadier ex- 
pansion of activity over an extended 
period, thus reducing unemployment 
and economic slack more gradually 
than in many previous upturns; it is 
hoped that, in such a scenario, it will 
be possible to avoid a reacceleration 
of inflation, and to bring the rate fur- 
ther down.

less satisfactory from an international 
point of view. 


". . . Although a comprehensive 


energy program was proposed by the 
Administration in January 1975, prog- 
ress towards enacting the program 
has been very slow, and there are 
strong doubts about the effectiveness 
of what has so far been implemented. 


". . . Although the U.S. continues to 


press internationally for further trade 
liberalization 
and 
has 
rejected 


requests for protection from a number 
of domestic industries, it has taken 
protectionist measures in a few spe- 
cific cases; even though their scope is 
small, an important question of prin- 
ciple is involved."

Unemployment 


political sore spot 


Unemployment was reignited as a political issue Friday when 


the government reported that the number of Americans out of 
work increased in July, returning to the year's early high of 7.8 
per cent. Caught between the criticism of Democratic presidential 
nominee Jimmy Carter and GOP challenger Ronald Reagan, Pres- 
ident Ford's economic advisers acknowledged they were "dis- 
appointed" by a second straight monthly increase. Unemployment 
fell from a 1975 recession peak of 8.9 per cent to 7.3 per cent in 
May before turning upward. Ford had taken some pride in the 
decline. The two-month upturn of 0.5 per cent wiped out the results 
of a steady decline during the first half of 1976 and brought job- 
lessness back to the year's highest level set last January. 


State unemployment up in July 


' For the first time in seven months, statewide unemployment rose 
slightly last month, the Illinois Dept. of Labor said Friday. The 
number of unemployed crept upward to 342,900 statewide, com- 
pared with 338,700 in June. By percentage, the rise was to 6.9 per 
cent from 6 8 per cent, with layoffs in heavy machinery and elec- 
trical machinery in the northeast triggering the rise. The increase 
was not noted in all industrial regions of the state. Unemployment 
declined slightly in some. But the Chicago area, the northeastern 
six counties, went to 6.9 per cent from 6.8, the same figure shown 
for the state at large; the Decatur area showed the state's highest 
unemployment rate, going to 8.3 per cent in July from 8.1; Peoria 
rose to 5.1 per cent from 4.6 of June. 


Mining operations at standstill 


Pickets sympathizing with a United Mine Workers strike brought 


Illinois mining operations to a virtual standstill and spread for 
the first time to mines under contract with the UMW's rival Pro- 
gressive Mine Workers of America. UMW officials said the strike 
continued to spread today and that there was little hope of a 
speedy settlement. 


St. Paul reports savings gain 


A six-month savings gain of $80,454,540 is reported at St. Paul 


Federal Savings and Loan Assn. of Chicago by board chairman 
Faustin Pipal. Savings deposits at St. Paul totaled $617,552,587 on 
June 30, compared to $537,098,047 at the end of 1975. Pipal said $20 
million of the amount was gained when the association acquired the 
Blue Island Office in February. Assets increased nearly 15 per 
cent during the period, to $705,347,035. The company will open a 
Mount Prospect office in the fall and St. Paul has an office in 
Rolling Meadows.

He sold 
it to her and was glad to get it out 
of his sight, as he put it, for he 
had dropped it, and of course it 
had shattered. He glued it back 


together, not very skillfully, and 
for $2 my friend has a piece (in 
fact, many pieces!) of real Tiffa- 
ny glass. She could never afford a 
perfect bowl, but she enjoys the 
shimmering beauty of the irides- 
cent glass nonetheless. 


Many dealers, when advertising 


in trade journals, qualify their de- 
scriptions with such euphemisms

Reader needs diet 
for diverticulosis 


I read your column about the reader who followed the doctor's 


wlvlcc for divcrliriiloMs. Since I am suffering from divcrticulosis 
also, I would appreciate having The Health Letter on this condi- 
tion. 


My doctor lias advised me not to rat nuts, popcorn or any food 


containing seeds. Hr did mention that there was a change in treat- 
ment. But he didn't go into any great length. The Grapcnut Flakes 
mill Brnn Buds sound impossible. But I am willing to give it a try. 
Hopefully your letter of advice and diet will help me as much as 
your other reader,

l< Bran Buds and such foods are impossible because you 


are us- 
to seeing them dry and flaky. There has been a bad habit 


of referring to such foods as "roughage.'' But when you soak them 
in milk or moisten them they are no longer dry and crunchy. In 
short, wet bran is "softage" not "roughage." The bran contains 
cereal fibers that soak up moisture like a sponge soaks up water 
and In the process they become soft. 


Cereal fiber found in bran from wheat seems to be the best 


natural bulk former for improvement of bowel function. Vegetable 
fibers and even fruit fibers help but cereal fibers are the best. 


You can get about the minimum amount of bran you need from

TflE PURPOSE OF avoiding seeds in your diet is to prevent 


them from lodging in one of the diverticula. If a seed gets im- 
pacted in one of the little pockets, it can start an inflammation. 
This may cause pain or progress to the point of behinging like 
appendicitis. The pain and symptoms usually relate to the left side 
though instead of the right side. That is because the little pockets 
on the colon are usually at the terminal end of it on the left side. 
These can perforate, just as an inflamed appendix can, or they 
can bleed. 


I am not convinced thai a person needs to avoid all seeds, if they 


can correct their bowel function with the use of bulk producing 
foods. 


The old idea in treating divcrticulosis was to eat a bland diet. 


This usually meant foods that had no food residue at all. Foods 
such as gelatin are completely absorbed. As a result the colon had 
to squeeze down a great deal to move along the small volume of 
remaining undigested food. The squeezing led to spasm, and hence 
spastic colon. There is still a place for bland diets or soft diets or 
even no food by mouth during acute • complications from diver- 
Itculosis. Hopefully a correction of bowel function will minimize 
the chances of these complications.

Only a feiv vegetables 
are native to America 


Dear Dorothy: We've just returned from a holiday trip. It was 


fun, but the one thing that struck us was how hard it is in the big 
cities to find straight American food. Almost all the restaurants 
are French, Chinese, Greek, Indian and so forth. What's happened 
to taste for good old American farm food?—Mrs. H. W. Stacy 


It's an interesting point. My answer is not to chide you, but to 


remind you that North Americans and most of the vegetables they 
eat have two things in common: Most of their ancestors were 
foreigners. Only nine of the nearly 30 vegetables most popular are 
natives. Our corn, white and sweet potatoes, lima and common 
bean, squash — all came from Central America and the 
northern parts of South America. Eggplant and cucumber came 
from India; asparagus, kale, cabbage and collards from the Medi- 
terranean countries; spinach and muskmelon from Iran; water- 
melon and okra from Africa; on and on. 


Where I agree with you is that what we think of as American 


foods are sumptuous done well (Southern fried chicken, Western 
steaks and so forth), but, unhappily, these now seem to come 
mainly from the fast-food chains where dishes get about as much 
individual attention as soda-pop bottles whirling through those 
automatic lines.

These and many other substances 


were used as dyes exclusively until 
1856. That year an 18-year-old English 
chemist discovered the first synthetic 
dye. William H. Perkin was trying to 
make quinine from aniline, a coal tar. 
He accidentally produced a black 
sticky substance that turned purple 
when alcohol was added. Further ex- 
perimentation showed Perkin that he 
had discovered 
an excellent dye. 


Nowadays most of our synthetic dyes 
are called coal tar dyes and are made 
from coal tar. 


Synthetic dyes, or coal tar dyes, are 


cheaper to produce, brighter and less 
likely to fade than the natural dyes. 
Prior to World War I most of Amer- 
ica's dyes came from Germany. After 
the war started, however, the supply 
was cut off and the chemical industry 
went to work to develop its own dyes. 
Presently the United States is one of 
the world's leading manufacturers of 
synthetic dyes.

The way we see it 
A caution on the assessment plan 


For homeowners who face in- 


creasing costs for 
everything 


from 
maintenance 
projects to 


the amount neighborhood young- 
sters charge for lawn mowing, 
Cook County Assessor Thomas 
Tully's proposal to forestall tax 
increases by cutting assessment 
levels must come as welcome 
news. 


However, before Tully's plan 


becomes a panacea for home- 
owners, there is a 
warning 


needed — property tax assess- 
ments are only one of the ele- 
ments 
which 
determine 
the 


amount paid in property taxes. 


Homeowners should be aware 


that changes in assessments will 
not necessarily "avoid stagger- 
ing property tax increases" as 
stated in a Tully press release 
announcing the assessment plan. 


Tully's proposal calls for the 


county board to reduce the pro- 
portion at which single family 
homes are assessed for tax pur- 
poses from 22 per cent to 16 per 
cent of market value. The reduc- 
tion, according to Tully, -will 
mean most homeowners will not 
suffer huge assessment increas- 
es when their property values 
are changed because of the ris- 
ing market value of'homes in 
the Chicago area. 


The assessment levels for oth- 


er kinds of property will remain 
the same. Business and 
com- 


mercial property, for example, 
will continue to be assessed at 40 
per cent of market value. 


To understand why the impact 


of the change in the assessment 
rate may be limited, home- 
owners must remember some of 


the basic facts about how prop- 
erty taxes work. The amount of 
tax paid depends much more on 
the action of local government, 
including school and park dis- 
tricts and villages, than on the 
assessment levels. 


For example, if the tax assess- 


ment on a home doubles and the 
local governments continue to 
ask for the same amount of 
money in their tax levies, the 
taxes paid by the homeowner re- 
main the same and the tax rate 
drops. Only if governments raise 
their levies to correspond to as- 
sessment increases do property 
taxes increase when assess- 
ments go up. 


Officials in Tully's office make 


the reasonable argument that if 
assessments are allowed to rise 
because of the inflation in prop- 


erty values, at least some local 
governments, particularly hard- 
pressed school districts, would 
increase their levies correspond- 
ingly and the result would be 
higher tax bills. 


The county board will have to 


decide, after studying the over- 
all effect of Tully's proposal on 
the county's total assessed val- 
ue, whether the advantages of 
individual 
homeowners 
are 


greater than any possible cuts in 
revenue to government. 


That decision should be made 


with the benefit to the home- 
owners taking on paramont im- 
portance. At the same time, 
homeowners should keep their 
minds firmly fixed on the limits 
of the benefits they will receive 
from changes in assessment 
rates, as distinguished from ac- 
tual changes in taxes.

Another irate citizen 


"Stop and let me off!" That is the only way the average North- 


west suburban citizen can react to the bombardment of bad news 
in recent days aboard the "taxpayer merry-go-round." 


From Washington comes news of a near record deficit in the 


inflationary budget of 1976. The 1977 deficit will be the second 
largest in peacetime history. Social Security payroll taxes, for 
many even larger than income taxes, will rise under a plan pro- 
posed by the current administration. None of this comes as much 
of a surprise because this is what we have reluctantly come to 
expect from the banks of the Potomac. 


However, our local representatives apparently are following the 


course of "monkey see, monkey do" after watching th« U.S. Con- 


gress operate. On July 2, the Cook County Board approved a one- 
cent per gallon tax on gasoline to raise $18 million for pay raises. 
The RTA also is considering the option of voting an additional 3 
cent tax for the metropolitan area. Harper College trustees ap- 
proved a budget which calls for increasing spending by 21.1 per 
cent and for increasing taxes 5.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


Locally, Wheeling-Buffalo Grove School Dist. 21 proposed an in- 


crease of 30 cents in the school tax rate. A referendum on that 
measure will be held on Oct. 9 to give the taxpayer a chance to 
halt this obvious outrage. 


When local governments or schools develop financial problems, 


the administrators take the easy way out by Increasing revenues 
with more taxation. For once, why don't these people look at the 
other side of the ledger first, expenditures? 


Local governmental units operate on the assumption that exist- 


ing spending absolutely is justified and there is no room for great- 
er' efficiency. Before coming to the taxpayers to collect more 
money right away, administrators should squeeze, cut and trim. 
Imagine the Harper board asking for more cash on the heels of a 
Herald investigation into abuses and spending sprees by the col- 
lege president,' high officials, and trustees. 


One of our founding fathers, Daniel Webster, must have had us 


in mind when he said, "An unlimited power to tax involves the 
power to destroy." In self defense, I will reject any wild tax 
referendums and will vote against any official who is responsible 
for these blatant ripoffs. If you are fed up, too, come join me.

A hunt for 
the impossible 


RICHMOND Va. (NBA) - The way it began was that members 


of the Washington County Republican Committee were sitting 
around last winter and somebody wondered: "Who will we run for 
delegates?" Half in jest, Miz Eliza Sprinkle said she would volun- 
teer. The joke turned serious two weeks later when she made her 
offer formally. Her only condition was that she must run uncom- 
mitted. The party agreed, she was placed on the ballot, and won 
convincingly. 


So it is that when the Republican Party convenes later this 


month several hundred undecided primary voters from the south- 
western corner of Virginia will be represented by the oldest, and 
one of the most important GOP delegates in the nation. Born last 
century, Miz Sprinkle is a few weeks shy of 80. As for her signifi- 
cance, she is one of about 100 uncommitted delegates whose votes 
could decide not only the party's nominee but the nation's next 
president. 


The early gag has thus become "a terrible responsibility,". as 


she says. And thus her burden may be lightened considerably by 
events, perhaps a pre-convention rush of pledges to one candidate 
or another, Miz Sprinkle insists she will not make her own decision 
until all the evidence is in: "I want to make the right choice. I 
want to know everything I can about each candidate. I read all the 
papers, I watch the 1 o'clock, 6 o'clock and 11 o'clock news on TV. 
The way I feel now I may not decide until the first ballot begins." 
Miz Sprinkle's sobriety concerning her vote comes in part from 
her appreciation for having it. As a child at the turn of the centu- 
ry, she is one of a dwindling number of women who remember 
when only men had the franchise. The 19th Amendment was not 
made law until 1920, when Miz Sprinkle was 23. "I remember I 
went out that first year and registered. Then a few months later I 
voted for my first president (Warren Harding). I've been voting 
regularly ever since, except one time — when I was giving birth to 
my eldest son." 


All her votes have been for the GOP. "My daddy was Republi- 


can, and you know how it is — kids always follow their daddy." 
She says this with some remorse, actually, admitting that her 
husband is a Democrat and her four sons, "just blindly go along 
with him." Thank God she's got a daughter as well, she says; the 
dear girl sides with mom in thinking the party of Lincoln is the 
supreme political calling. 
* 


For all of her early problems in being recognized by the Republi- 


cans, and for all the flak she now gets from the Democratic wing 
of her family, Miz Sprinkle has done well with the GOP. During 
her voting lifetime there have been 11 presidents, seven of them 
Republicans. Two of them, Harding and Hoover, do not rate well 
in history, and another, Nixon, is best forgotten, but in all Miz 
Sprinkle feels 
"the 
Republicans have always offered 
the 


best of the bunch." (Well, except when Roosevelt ran. She remem- 
bers FDR as "a fine man.") 


As for Jerry Ford and Ronald Reagan? She feels both candi- 


dates have strong qualities, but she is quite stingy with specifics. 
She doesn't want to make hard comparisons until the convention 
caucuses are ended, the platform is established, and both sides 
have had their final say. "I'm still searching," she confesses, "I'm 
still not sure which one would be the best man to straighten things 
out." 


As for the issues, crime, welfare, government spending: When 


Mis Sprinkle was a girl, a murder in New York would make news 
in Richmond — now it's not even news in New York. 


On the subject of welfare, she says, "I've got a garden that 


needs some work but I can't get people off the public rolls to do 
it." Government spending — in the 80 years of Miz Sprinkle's 
existence the federal budget has grown from $457 million in 1897 to 
$325 billion this year, or by an approximate percentage of 700. 


So she will travel to the convention, in effect, searching for the 


impossible. But that's all right. After 80 years, Eliza Sprinkle finds 
that she is still of importance to her party and her nation, she is 
•till part of the action, she is still with hope, and, as she says it, 
this makes looking for the impossible somewhat easier.

think it (the indictment) was a bum 
rap to begin with," Connally says. "I 
sure think that's so, and therefore I 
don't think it hurts." 


Because Connally Is dynamic and 


articulate there are many Republi- 
cans who feel that the handsome Tex- 
an would be "the best 
attacker" 


against the Carter-Mondale ticket on 
issues involving financial policy. 


"Connally is the most dynamic 


speaker we have," says Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. R-Ariz. He adds that in his 
opinion Connally knows more about 
American business, politics and for- 
eign affairs than any other active po- 
litical figure today.

of Education is not headquarters for a 
giant federal network of education. 
America, unlike some other countries, 
does not have one big government-dic- 
tated education system. 


THE 
EDUCATION operation 
is 


many systems — 16,000 school dis- 
tricts, 3,000 universities and two and 
four-year colleges, and 10,000 occupa- 
tional schools. Each is ruled by its 
own board, most elected. 


The U.S. Office of Education reach- 


es independent systems by adminis- 
tering more than 100 programs — 
most operated by the independent sys- 
tems with federal guidance and finan- 
cial assistance. 


The Office of Education is headed 


by a commissioner appointed by the 
president. The position has been va- 
cant since Comr. T. H. Bell, of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, resigned. 


Major goals of the Office of Educa- 


tion include: 


• To equalize education opportu- 


nities for all individuals and groups 
who are at a disadvantage due to eco- 
nomic, racial or geographic condi- 
tions, or physical or mental handi- 
caps. 


• To improve the quality and rele- 


vance of American education, primar- 
i l y t h r o u g h r e s e a r c h , e x - 
perimentation, 
demonstration, 
dis- 


semination and raining. 


• To provide financial and techni- 


cal support to libraries, state and lo- 
cal education agencies, developing in- 
stitutions or higher education and 
adult and vocational education. 


Five bureaus make up the Office of 


Education. 


These are the bureaus of School 


Systems, Education for the Handi- 
capped, Occupational and Adult Edu- 
cation, post-secondary Education, In- 
dian Education. 


The School Systems Bureau gives fi- 


nancial and technical aid to state and 
local educational agencies to support 
programs for migrant, neglected, 
delinquent and disadvantaged chil- 
dren. It supports experimental and in-, 
novative projects. 


THE BUREAU for the Handicapped 


administers prograns that help men- 
taly, physically and emotionally hand- 
icapped children to become self-suf- 
ficient. 
Programs 
for the Handi- 


capped Bureau also serve gifted and 
talented' children — considered handi- 
capped by a lack of educational op- 
portunities, equal to their talents, a 
situation which places them at a dis- 
advantage. 


Occupation and Adult Education 


makes grants to states for vocational 
and technical education, vocational 
counseling and guidance and the con- 


struction and operation of area voca- 
tional and technical schools. 


The Bureau of Postsecondary Edu- 


cation administers the Basic Educa- 
tional Opportunity Grant, National Di- 
rect Student Loan and College work- 
Study programs — all of which help 
low or no income students to attend 
college or vocational school. 


The Office of Indian Education op- 


erates at the bureau level. The office 
represents the first coordinated Fed- 
eral effort to help close the gap be- 


tween Indian education and education 
available to most other Americans. 


To put services of the Office of Edu- 


cation closer to consumers, the gov- 
ernment operates ten regional offices. 
T h e r e , individuals, agencies and 
groups may get assistance and infor- 
mation about the various federal 
programs and activities. 


The regional offices are in Boston, 


New York, Philadelphia, Atlanta, Chi- 
cago, Dallas, Kansas City, Denver, 
San Francisco and Seattle. 


The Office of Education is just one 


federal education program directed by 
Dr. Virginia Y. Trotter, Assistant Sec-'. 
retary for Education in the Dept. of" 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


The first woman to hold the nation's 


highest education post, Dr. Trotter 
came to Washington from the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, where she was vice- 
chancellor for academic affairs. 


She also has held teaching and ad-_ 


ministrative posts positions at the 
Universities of Vermont and Utah. 


Other parts of the U.S. education 


operation are the National Institute of 
Education, the research and devel- 
opment arm of the federal program; 
the National Center for Education Sta- 
tistics, the Fund for the Improvement 
of Postsecondary Education and the 
Federal Inter-agency Committee on 
Education. 


In the academic year ahead, federal 


dollars going into schooling will total

Ailmgton Park's version of the 19th 


century California gold rush begins at 
2 p m today. Four hours later, over 
$270,000 in paychecks will be Issued to 
horsemen vying in one of the most at- 
tractive racing cards ever offered at 
the local course. 


The 
afternoon Is highlighted, of 


course, be the controversial $125,000 
Golden Invitational and its showcased 
star Foolish Pleasure. 


The drama of this race, however, 


may have already unfolded during a 
struggle between race track's man- 
agement and local horsemen who 
threatened to boycott the afternoon 
through the entry box In opposition to 
the hastily construed giveaway. 


That issue was resolved Thursday 


morning with a promise by Arling- 
ton's head man Joseph Joyce to re- 
negotiate the horsemen's contract. 
The race itself appears to be antlcli- 
mactic. 


Foolish Pleasure is head and shoul- 


ders the best horse on the grounds 
and only an unforeseen disaster (like 
his door failing to open in the starting 
gate) could prevent him cashing the 
lion's and winner's share of $75,000. 


"I galloped him once around," as- 


sistant trainer John Nazareth said. 
"He was good and sharp... and the 
sloppy track makes no difference to 
him . . he must have won half of his 
stakes in the mud." 


The speed in the mile and one- 


eighth main course event will be pro- 
vided by Famed Comedian whose two 
stakes upsets could return a small 
fortune for his backers if a third sur- 
prise is in the cards. 


Double Edge Sword, impressive 


winner of the $100,000 added Washing- 
ton Park Handicap two weeks ago, 
blew a gasket in his last outing with 
Forego and Foolish Pleasure, finish- 
ing 7th, 33 lengths off Forego's win- 
ning pace. 


But the six-year-old Sword Dancer 


colt is capable of the big run He's got 
a $205,554 bankroll to prove it 


Intrepid Hero probably won't make 


the race, choosing instead to compete 
in the Withers Stakes at Saratoga Race 
Course. If he does show at the last 
"minute, he'll have the race's top jock- 
ey in the irons in Angel Cordero, Jr. 
ready to pull the season's biggest up- 
set. 


Festive Mood has been in this situ- 


ation no less than 111 times in a sev- 
en-year career "He's training fine," 
said trainer Richard Small Friday 
morning after the heavily-raced veri- 
table "iron horse" worked on a sloppy 
track. "He likes the mud . . not real

Build pike breeding pond 


The Illinois Dept of Conservation 


will receive a five-acre site from the 
village of Antloch for development as 
a rearing pond for northern pike pro- 
duction. 


In addition, the village has agreed 


to do the construction and planting 
work for the site conversion. Work is 
expected to be completed this fall, 
enabling fisheries biologists to bsiin 
raising fish next spring. 


Either breeder stock or fry-size fish 


will be placed in the pond. When the 
fry or breeder offspring have been 
reared to a "non-vulnerable" size — 
six to eight Inches — they'll be re- 
leased into the Chain 0' Lakes. 


Commercial landfilling of a flood 


plain in the village began 10 years 
ago, resulting in the isolation of 
habitat which had been a northern 
pike reproduction area. 


In 1973-74, Antioch officials required 


the landfill operator to set aside 17 
acres for "compensatory water stor- 
age" as a condition for continuation of 
his operation. 


The Dept. of Conservation has been 


given exclusive use of a portion of 
that storage area for a minimum of 10 
years. The pond will be created by 
damming a creek which traverses the 
site.

REND LAKE, III. - Any bass fish- 
erman who prefers standing when he 
operates an electric trolling motor 
may find himself taking a swim soon- 
er or later. 


It happened to me recently on Rend 


Lake, when I was paying more atten- 
tion to my fishing than to the oper- 
ation of the electric motor in the 
flooded timber on the north end of the 
lake. 


When the trolling motor collided 


with a submerged stump, it sent me 
head over heels off the bow of the 
boat into the water. But I managed to 
catch my fishing rod before it dis- 
appeared, and lost no time in getting 
bank aboard, thanks to the assistance 
of my companion, 
Captain Frank 


Smith of Miami, Fla. 


"Are you hurt?" Smith asked, as he 


dragged me into the boat. 


"No," I said. "Didn't even lose my 


fishing rod." 


I quickly changed into a dry pair of 


cutoffs I had aboard, and began to 
spread suntan lotion over exposed 
parts of my body to prevent burning 


"Now 
you've done it," said Smith, 


who runs the party boat, Sea Runner, 
in the ocean when he isn't bass fish- 
ing 


"What do you mean'" I asked him. 
"Spreading that suntan lotion on 


yourself, I can't believe you're doing 
that," he said. "You'll be lucky if you 
get a pickup for the rest of the day on 
that plastic worm you're using " 


Despite the fact I go along with 


those who say the wrong smells can 
turn off fish, I didn't think suntan lo- 


tion would be that offensive. I told 
Smith it smells too good to turn off 
fish. 


' ' T h a t ' s where you're wrong," 


Smith said "I've seen it for too many 
years aboard my party boat. Every 
time a tourist gets on board and 
starts spreading on suntan lotion, then 
starts handling the bait and line with- 
out washing his hands, I know he's 
done for as far as fish catching goes. 
They never seem to catch any fish af- 
ter that, even when everyone else 
around them are." 


In fact, Smith was so firm in his 


belief he quickly came up with a wa- 
ger. 


"If you don't wash your hands and 


agree to touch each plastic worm you 
use with those greasy hands," he 
said, "I'll buy you a steak of your 
choosing at the end of the day if you 
can catch a bass on a plastic worm." 


Since I had nothing to lose except 


fish, and a free steak dinner to gain, I 
quickly took the bet. "You're on," I 
told Smith. 


"You'll be sorry," he said. "Those 


bass are going to spit out that worm 
so fast you'll never have a chance to 
set the hook " 


For the next several hours I tried to 


dispute Smith's reasoning But while 
he caught fish, I didn't. To stay with 
the bet, I intentionally rubbed a dab

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Daily 9-9 
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Muskies released in Diamond Lake 


Project Illlni. with assistance from 


the Illinois Dept. of Conservation, 
made another major advance in its 
program to establish a muskie fishery 
in Illinois waters. 


Diamond Lake in Mundelein re- 


ceived 200 muskie fingerlings 8-10 
inches long while Johnson Lake in 
Sauk Trail State Park near Kewanee 
got 65 and Lake Story near Galesburg 
received 183. 


The fish, which were purchased 


from Kalepp Fish Farms in Dorches- 
ter, Wis., were in perfect physical 
thape and upon being released in the 


lakes, immediately sought shelter in 
nearby weed beds. 


Considering the growth rate that 


has been indicated by the 700 muskie 
fingerlings stocked in Spring Lake in 
August of 1975 by Project Illlni (they 
are now approaching the 30-inch legal 
size minimum), hopes are that mus- 
kles just planted will reach legal size 
by spring of 1978 or perhaps sooner. 


Project Illlni may possibly conduct 


additional stockings of muskies into 
Illinois waters later this fall. 


The funds necessary to stock Lake 


Shelbyville have not yet materialized, 


although it is hoped that more local 
interest can be sparked so that suf- 
ficient funding can be generated from 
that area. 


Under very serious consideration 


for stocking in 1977 is the Fox Lake 
Chain in northern Illinois. It is also 
hoped that local interest in this area 
will lead to fund-raising efforts.

Women at top still impossible dream? 


A Herald Staff Report 


Perhaps even the most ardent of women's llberationists will 


agree that women have progressed in their brisk battle for equal 
rights. But even those men equally dedicated to the principles of. 
male chauvinism should also admit that women aren't close to 
establishing meaningful participation in municipal governments of 
the Northwest suburbs. 


On 11 area village boards and city councils, only six women 


serve as board members and aldermen. 


Some area municipalities have no women department heads, 


such as Palatine, Mount Prospect, Buffalo drove and Wheeling. In 
each, the village clerk is a woman. Other governments may have 
one, two or sometimes three female department heads out of an 
average of eight or nine departments in a particular village or 
city. 


In Arlington Heights, where onJy the village clerk is a woman, 


the board recently requested a report that would show how the 
village was attempting to bring women into managerial positions. 


"IT'S OBVIOUS that we don't have a fair share of women on the 


administration," said Village President James T. Ryan. "I think 
we should take a special effort to bring in women at relatively 
high levels." 


"The government has been starved of the women's perspective 


too long," said Palatine Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwlg. 


"In a progressive town such as we are." said Buffalo Grove 


Village Mgr, Daniel Larson, "we should have more women in 
managerial positions. But we just haven't found any who are qual- 
ified." 


Jean Branding is one of the suburban exceptions. She has been 


director of the Des Plaines Health Dept. for the past 13 years. 
Please don't tell her there aren't qualified women. 


"I THINK THAT'S baloney," she said. "They're very well pre- 


pared. It's just the simple fact that they are not sought out. It's 
not the policy with some bodies to seek women out." 


Branding also perceives no reason to believe she will be any- 


thing but the exception in years to come. "I truly think we're far 
away from many more women getting managerial positions," she 
said. "I just haven't seen any Indication of it, at least in the 
suburbs." 


Virginia Hayter Is another exception. She is President of the 


Hoffman Estates Village Board. Mrs. Hayter agrees that women 
often are not sought out, but she also believes there is a lack of 
qualified women. 


"I THINK THE opportunities for women can be as big as their 


capabilities," she said. "But they're as apathetic about politics as 
the general public. I think most villages would welcome a com- 
petent woman." 


But Mrs. Hayter doesn't believe every part of that village gov-

ernment is quite so willing to hire women. "Within the village 
managers, there is very little I can describe as chauvinistic," she 
said. "But managers are determined by political people. Managers 
can handle It. They're professional. I'm not so sure boards can 
handle it. Most boards are made up of men. 


"And they don't usually hire women. You see, the most insecure 


people in the world are politicians and most of the male chauvin- 
ists are politicians." 


MRS. HAYTER says she encounters the male chauvinists often, 


and usually reacts with laughter. "It's their problem, not mine," 
she said. "Mostly I fight it with humor. If they're mature, they 
can handle it. If not, I make an enemy." 


Mrs. Hayter also believes women should be less interested in 


Immediately reaching for the top and more intent on "learning 
their craft, as most men do. Most of them start in positions like 
administrative assistant and put in four or five years before mov- 
ing up. The women I see are angry young women, and that anger 
comes forth. 


"If you come in as a banner waver, people are apprehensive. 


I'm not saying they shouldn't be angry, but it just won't do women 
any good." 


A. THIRD EXCEPTION, Betty Black, says she has few problems 


dealing with chauvinistic men. "They have gotten used to me — 
I'm very well accepted," said Black, who is the codes coordinator 
for Rolling Meadows. "My position doesn't bother me at all. You 
have to shlw a great deal of interest and I think they forget 
whether you're a man or a woman." 


Despite figures to the contrary, Black believes there are plenty 


of opportunities for women in the area, "if they show the in- 
itiative. I think this whole area is so progressive." 


Area village managers point to two problems in explaining the 


sparse number of women in government — lack of experienced, 
qualified applicants and the small number of important jobs which 
are available. 


"We really have not had that much of a turnover in department 


heads and other professional and administrative positions," said 
Personnel Director Martin Schaer of Des Plaines. "But if a wom- 
an is qualified, the city has no qualms about hiring her." 


"WE HAVEN'T GOT women who are qualifying who are apply- 


ing," said Larson of Buffalo Grove. "A lot of women are coming 


out of the universities with academic training but have no experi- 
ence." 


Some officials, such as members of the Arlington Heights Board, 


are concerned about possible legal action against them if they 
don't begin to bring more women into important positions. 


No governmental branch sets down quotas, per se, for a particu- 


lar business or municipal government, according to officials at the 
Chicago regional division of the Office of Civil Rights. 


A GIVEN QUOTA would only be established by court order after 


a complicated process. For example, if a woman believed she 
was discriminated against for a village job, she could file a com- 
plaint with the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission. If a 
municipality is involved, a deferral period of 60 days is given to 
allow state or local agencies to conciliate the problem, according to 
an EEO official. 


Then, if necessary, the EEO will attempt to settle. Otherwise, 


the case could enter the courts. 


The court, if it believed there was much discrimination in hiring 


practices, qjuld rule that the village must hire a given number ol 
women by a certain time. 


Supposedly, any business or government that receives federal 


aid must establish an Affirmative Action Program, setting up 
goals, not quotas. But an official of the Office of Contract Com- 
pliance admitted that unless it receives complaints about dis- 
crimination, the group seldom monitors a business or government 
to detect whether a program is being implemented. 


"WE'RE GROSSLY understaffed," she said. "And that puts us 


in a reactionary position." 


The official said the office also studies a^usiness or government 


before a contract is to be awarded. 


Gregory Ford, personnel director of Arlington Heights, doesn't 


believe there is cause for much concern about legal action estab- 
lishing quotas in this area. 


"I don't see it coming up, especially in small jurisdictions, 


where positions hardly ever come up. We can't make up jobs." 


FORD ALSO believes the thrust of Affirmative Action programs 


is to "eliminate the secrecy with public jobs, so that everyone who 
could conceivably qualify will know and have the opportunity to 
compete for a job." 


So, for the present, it apparently makes no difference whether 


male chauvinism or lack of qualified women (or a combination of 
both) are at the root of this lack of women in key government 
roles. One helps to feed the other. 


Male chauvinism helps stop her from getting a job. Without a 


job, she cannot get the experience other employers say women 
need.

Equipment, worker policy urged 


A Palatine resident has asked Har- 


per College to prohibit the use of col- 
lege personnel and equipment for per- 
sonal business by colleges employes 
or trustees. 


David Bone, 353 N. Morris Dr., Pal- 


atine, has presented his request to a 
Harper ad hoc committee which is in- 
vestigating perusonal use of college 
vestigating personal use of college ve- 
hicles by Harper Pres. Robert Lahti. 


Bone made the recommendation be- 


cause college policy does not now deal 
with such use, he said. The recom- 
mendation is modeled on the policies 
of Bone's employer, Quaker oats, 
which forbids the use of corporate 
equipment, personnel or materials for 
personal business. 


"The whole problem is one of atti- 


tude," Bone said Friday. "If you have 
the wrong attitude you get In trouble 
awfully fast." 


ROBERT CREEK, president of the 


High School Dist. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion, told the committee, "It's a ques- 
tion of good judgment and good taste. 


Another person 
present 
at the 


Thursday meeting, Gordon Tierney, 
said it was a question of morals. "I 
think that (personal use of college ve- 
hicles) ir morally wrong," he said.

Some days you 
can see almost 
forever from 
the tops of 
the tallest 
buildings in 
the world

The skyscraper craze hit Chicago back in 


1885 and from the looks of the city's 
skyline today, tall buildings seem to be 
more than just another fad. 


From the farm lands of the Midwest to 


such far away places as Australia, Pakistan 
and the Orient, visitors come to this city 
craning their necks and gaping at these 
monuments to architecture and engineer- 
ing. Chicago is the birthplace of the 
skyscraper. Architect William LeBaron Jen- 
ney invented it here 91 years ago when the 
world's first skyscraper towered 10 stories 
over LaSalle and Adams Streets. 


Today three of the world's tallest 


buildings mark the Chicago skyline: Sears 
Tower, 1,450 feet, 110 stories; Standard 
Oil Building 1,136 feet, 80 stories; and the 
John Hancock Center, 1,127 feet, 100 
stories. They loom over the Lake Michigan 
shore, rivaled in height only by New York's 
World Trade Center, 1,350 teet, and Em- 
pire State Building, 1,250 feet. 


Two of Chicago's skyscrapers, the Sears 


and Hancock, provide a view of the city 
from the top for the price of admission to 
upper floor observatories ($1.50 adults, $1 
children, daily 9 a.m. to midnight). The 
Hancock averages about 365,000 visitors a 
year while the Sears pulls in about 1.25 
million sightseers annually. 


The view from both observation decks is 


spectacular and it is difficult to say which 
has the better vantage point. 


The view from the top of the Hancock 


building is perhaps the most scenic. At 875 
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N. Michigan Ave. and at the head of 
Chicago's "Magnificent Mile," the Hancock 
Is only a few blocks from the lake and has 
an excellent view of the shoreline. The 
building is also far enough from the Loop 
to give an overview of the downtown area. 
The observation deck windows reach to 
the floor, making it easy for children to 
see. Since the building is tapered at the 
top. it is possible to look straight down, a 
real stomach-churning experience that will 
cause the fainthearted to make a rapid 
about face. 


There is something to be said for visiting 


the top of the world's tallest building, the 
Sears tower. Located at Franklin, Jackson, 
Adams, and Wacker, the tower is almost in 
the heart of downtown Chicago. This view 
lends itself to superlatives. Seeing the roof- 
tops of Chicago from the 103rd floor 
Skydeck is an experience surpassing the 
realm of reality. Boats, taxi cabs, 
pedestrians in the busy, noisy city below 
move slowly in eerie silence. The Loop 
looks like a miniature toyland nestled un- 
der a child's Christmas tree. 
Both the Scars and Hancock observation 


decks have exposures in all four directions 
and it becomes a game to pick out the 
city's

Planetarium, The Board of Trade building, 
Buckingham Fountain, the First National 


Bank, Navy Pier, Merchandise Mart, Lincoln 
Park, and there on the horizon, just visible 
on a clear day, is O'Hare International Air- 
port. 


Both observatories are equipped with 


coin-operated long distance viewers but 
binoculars work just as well and will save a 
fistful of dimes. Both have gift shops filled 
with Chicago souvenirs and both are ser- 
viced by ear popping, high speed 
elevators, a thrill in themselves. 


It shouldn't be surprising that Chicago 


has the world's tallest building. It already 
has the world's busiest airport (O'Hare), 
the biggest convention center (McCormick 
Place), and the world's busiest street cor- 
ner (State and Madison). It also shouldn't 
be surprising that Chicago attracts the 
world's people. 


"I love Chicago," said Australian Mar- 


jorie Westermin who stopped off at the 
Sears Tower on her fourth visit to the city. 
The view from the Sears is "spectacular" 
she said. "If s marvelous to get a view of 
•the city from a spot like this. 


"You haven't been in Chicago until 
you've been to the Sears Tower." Mrs. Ellie 
Rust told her 76-year-old mother-in-law 
visiting from Austria. Mrs. Rust, of Bartlett, 
brought her mother-in-law to Chicago by

Chicago's claim to fame: world's tallest building 


The Prudential started it all 


Edith Froemling reminisced as she 


looked down at the Prudential Building, 
the 
deposed 
monarch 
of 
Chicago 


skyscrapers, from the observation deck of 
the Hancock Center just six blocks away. 


It was only 15 or 20 years ago that Edith 


and Herbert Froemling of Mount Prospect 
joined other Chicago area residents for an 
evening 
of 
dining 
and 
sightseeing 


overlooking Chicago's lakef ront. "It used to 
be the thing to do," she said. 


Stouffer's "Top of the Rock" restaurant 


and observatory, which attracted half a 
million visitors in its heyday, closed last 
January. 


The Prudential, with its 65-ton sculpture 


of the Rock of Gibraltar imbedded in its 
side, is still a home away from home for 
many of its 6,000 office workers, but the 
building itself is a relic of the days when 
Chicago's skyscraper boom was just get- 
ting off the ground. 


The dedication of the $40 million 


building in 1955 caused a ripple of excit- 
ment in the city. It was Chicago's first major 
skyscraper since 1934. The restaurant was 
one of downtown Chicago's most popular 
nightspots; and the view from the obser- 
vatory of the 601-foot skyscraper, for the 
adult admission priced of just 50 cents, was 
a tisat in itself. 


But that was before the Sears and "Big 


John" took over the sightseeing craze. 
When the Standard Oil building went up 
next door, casting a 1,136 foot shadow, 
Prudential's view of the lakefront was lost. 


Today the Prudential "seems quite 


small/' said Mrs. Froemling, and in fact it is 
easily lost in a skyline dominated by steel 
and concrete giants dwarfing the Rock's 
sinking status. 
"We lost out to the tall buildings," said 


Theodore Craleton, general manager of 
the Prudential building. 


That fact, combined with the general 


"lessening of interest in the downtown 
area for evening entertainment" signaled 
the end of "Top of .the Rock's" reign of 
popularity, said Craleton. 


Back in the '50s and '60s the Loop was 


the place to be. Businessmen tarried after 
hours for a few drinks, some good food 
and entertainment, and when relatives 
came from out-of-town The Loop was 
where you went to show them a good 
time. 


The Prudential building is not the only 


establishment feeling the changes in 
Chicago's downtown area. The problem of 
the decline in the Loop is one that con- 
tinues to plague many of Chicago's night 
spots, said Craleton, and many, like the 
"Top of the Rock," closed their doors.

train for a day of sightweeing. "She's really 
enjoying it," she said. 


The Sears Tower is a massive structure 


to view and the statistics that go with it are 
mind-boggling. The structure, weighing 
222,500 tons is built in a series of columns 
with tiers at the 50th, 66th and 90th floors. 
It contains 4.5 million square feet of space, 
76,000 tons of steel, enough concrete to 
build a five-mile, eight-lane highway, 
16,000 
. 


black aluminium "skin," enough telephone 
conductor wire to circle the globe 1.75 
times, 80 miles of elevator cabfe, 145,000 
light fixtures and 25 miles of plumbing 
pipe. 


Those who saw the movie, 'Towering 


Inferno" can be reassured that this tower 
contains 40,000 sprinklers. The predictable 
question, "Wonder how they wash all 
tnbse windows?" is answered by six 
automatic window washing systems which 
clean the building's exterior eight times a 
year. 


It took four years to build the tower, 


1970 to 1974, with 1,600 people working 
on the project during peak periods. The 
Tower has about 16,500 persons working 


in its office buildings with Sears Roebuck 
and Co. occupying the lower 50 floors as 
its national headquarters. 


The building has five restaurants, a bank 


and a variety of retail shops on the mez- 
zanine level. The Wacker Drive lobby 
houses artist Alexander Calder's "Uni- 
verse," a red, blue, yellow and black 
mobile stretching 55 feet in length and 
reaching 33 feet in height, 


Chicago's Hancock Center, owned by 


John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, is located in an historic section of the 
city known as Streeterville where Captain 
Streeter moored his houseboat around the 
turn of the century and later claimed 
squatter's rights. The area is now home for 
those who inhabit the center's 705 con- 
dominium apartments. "Big John" is the 
world's tallest all-electric office, commer- 
cial and residential building. 


The steel frame building, clad in black 


and bronze aluminum with bronze tinted 
windows, is 47,000 square feet at the base 
and 16,000 square feet at the summit top- 
ped by two 349-foot "rabbit ear" television 
antennas. Steel columns and diagonals act 
together to provide stability and strength 
to the structure. The center has an area of 
2.8 million square feet. It contains enough 
steel to build 33,000 automobiles, 1,250 
miles of wiring, 11,459 panes of glass, 50 


elevators and 5 escalators carrying about 
12,000 passengers a day — and an in-door 
parking facility for 1,400 cars. 


The concourse level of the building has 


a bank and several retail stores including 
Bonwit Teller. There are five restaurants in 
the building, the most famous being the 
Sybaris gourmet restaurant and lounge on 
the 95th and 96th floors. 


The Standard Oil Building, although it 


has no observatory, attracts visitors to its 
elegant plaza. 


The plaza was one of 16 sites in the city 


honored with Chicago Beautiful Awards 
last year. Dozens of honey locust trees, 
190-foot waterfall and a reflecting pool 
contribute to the park-like atmosphere of 
the open air plaza. "Sounding Sculpture," 
created by sculptor Harry Bertoia, is 
located in the reflecting pool. The work 


consists of 11 clusters of copper rods 
ranging in height from 4 to 16 feet which 
produce music when set to motion by the 
wind. 


Inside the building is a graphic arts 


collection with the largest print collection 
in a permanent exhibit. About 5,400 pieces 
are on display representing the work of 
1,400 artists including Picasso, Dali, Calder 
and Peter Max as well as reproductions of 
Renaissance art. Five 11-foot crystal chan- 
deliers hang in the north and south lob- 
bies, each with 882 individual pieces 
totaling 3,000 pounds. 


The building, at 200 E. Randolph Dr., at 


the north endof Grant Park, is the most 
prominent skyscraper viewed from the 
lakefront. Dressed in 8,000 tons of white 
marble, it is the world's tallest marble-clad 
building.

"Big Event" Oct. 25, and the enthusiastic actress can 
reel off facts and figures about the aviatrix life and 
career, 


Standing five-foot-nine, with lean frame, green 


eyes and well-structured face, she invites tomboy 
casting, managing to look both believable and at- 
tractive in ungainly clothes and tousled hair.

She has doubts now about the whole concept 


of a lawyer-courtroom show, at least as this one 
was conceived. 


"It was static television," she said. "Audiences 


are never stupid, although they may not be able to 
articulate or really analyze what they dislike about a • 
program. 


"In this case it was talk, talk, talk. Audiences 


want interaction, they want to know what charac- 
ters feel, what they think, where they are going, if 
they are confused, happy or what. In this 
technological age, when people are faced with 
more and more data, they don't want numbers, 
they don't want to hear a character saying, 'On July 
14 at such-and-such an address, 'it's boring.' "

Senate passes tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 
The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform." 


On the final day of a sometimes bit- 


ter four weeks of debate, the Senate 
rejected a last-minute White House

Tougher rules proposed 
Day care zone laws to be studied 


A proposal to stiffen zoning laws for 


church-oporaled day-care centers will 
be considered Aug. 31 by the Des 
Plaines Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The measure, recommended by Aid. 


Gerald Meyer, 7th, and Aid. Daniel 
K i s s 1 i n g e r, 4th, would require 
churches in residential areas to meet 
the same requirements as other resi- 
dential day-care centers. 


The city requires all residential 


day-care centers, with the exception 
of those in churches, to meet require- 
ments on square footage; lot fron- 


tage; parking; side, front and rear 
yards; play areas; and hours of oper- 
ation. The city's requirements are 
much more stringent in residential 
areas than in commercial zones and 
go far beyond those required by state 
law. 


THE CHANGE.in the city's day- 


care ordinance was proposed after 
Lorraine Angell, owner of Baby Town 
Day-Care Center, 2329 Birch St., said 
she was considering affiliating with a 
local church to get around the city's 
zoning laws. 


Mrs. Angell said she believes the 


proposal is an attempt by the city to 
block the expansion of her facility. 
The city has refused to approve the 
expansion plans because she does not 
meet the city's residential zoning re- 
quirements for day-care centers. 


Meyer said the changes .have been 


proposed because he believes 
churches should have to conform to 
the same requirements as other day- 
care centers. 


If the ordinance is amended, he 


said, it will apply only to new church 


day-care centers and not thotie al- 
ready'in existence. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, one of seven 


aldermen who oppose the proposed re- 
vision, said he believes the measure is 
"antiprogressive" and will "impose a 
tremendous burden" on churches 
wishing to open day-care centers. He 
said he also thinks the action will 
make the city vulnerable to legal ac- 
tion. 


After the proposal is reviewed by 


the zoning board it will be voted on by 
the city council. 


In the five-minute ceremony, the 


oath of office was administered to Bo- 
lek by retired Circuit Court Judge An- 
ton A. Smiegel, ex-chief judge of the 
former 3rd Municipal District. 


Behrel and more than 100 city em- 


ployes and residents stood in the city 
council chambers of the Des Plaines 
Civic Center, 1420 Miner St., as Bolek 
took the oath. 


After being sworn in, Bolek, who 


was visibly moved by the occasion, 
made a brief statement to the au- 
dience. 


"I'M VERY HAPPY that all of you 


have taken the time from your busy 
schedules to be here," he said. "I 
hope thaet I can fullfill your trust." 


Bolek, 51, of 1388 Dennis PL, was 


elected by the city council June 2 to 
serve as mayor until May 1, 1977. He 
defeated Aid. George Olen, 2nd, and 
Aid. John Seitz, 7th. 


An alderman for 11 years and city 


resident for 25 years, Bolek will con- 
tinue to represent 3rd ward residents. 
The 3rd ward seat on the city council 
will be filled after next April's munic- 
ipal election. 


Bolek, who is president of Jeco In- 


dustries, Des Plaines, has not decided 
whether he will seek election to a full 
term. He said he plans to remain in 
his present job while serving as may- 
or. 


HE SAID HE anticipates working 20 


"formal hours" a week in his city hall 
office and another 20 to 30 hours at- 
tending meetings and on other city 
business.

Supreme Court to hear RTA budget case Aug. 23

A court ruling on the legality of the 


Regional Transportation

budget will come sooner than ex- 
pected. 


The Illinois Supreme Court, which 


originally placed the case on its Sep- 
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tember docket, has scheduled a spe- 
cial session to hear the case Aug. 23. 


RTA spokesman Lou Dombrowski 


said the rescheduling may have been 
prompted by criticism in the press, 
which charged the court was contrib- 
uting to the regional transportation 
crisis by failing to act promptly. 


"It has been my experience that the 


judges are very avid readers of the 
editorial pages and are very sensitive 
to public pressure," he said. 


THE COURT RULING is needed be- 


cause the RTA failed to approve its 
1976-77 budget by June 30, the legal 
deadline. The four suburban directors 
blocked passage in an effort to force 
the resignation of Chairman Milton 
Plkarsky. 


Although the budget was approved 


July 19 as part of a compromise 
agreement, no funds legally can be 
spent until the court upholds the va- 
lidity of the budget. 


Bus, rail and rapid transit systems 


throughout the six-county region have 
been operating without critical RTA 
subsidies since June 30, and many 


have already cut service for lack of 
funds. 


The North Suburban Mass Transit 


District has borrowed funds from lo- 
cal communities to keep buses in the 
North and Northwest suburbs oper- 
ating through Sept. 7. 


"WE ARE VERY pleased that the 


Supreme Court has recognized the 
emergency nature of this case and 
has agreed to have a quick hearing," 
Pikarsky said Friday. 


RTA board members, in an effort to 


minimize the impact on transit sys- 


tems and RTA employes, Monday are 
scheduled to consider spending 1976-77 
funds prior to a court ruling.

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) — A toxic chem- 


ical in the food,- water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the 'virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over toe 
weekend," he said.

The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Lahti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his car at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 
after leaving campus. 


Counsel for city 
to receive 60% 
increase in pay 


Des Plaines officials have voted to 


raise the salary of city corporation 
counsel Robert DiLeonardi 60 per cent 
to $55-an-hour for court work and $50- 
an-hour for out-of-court work. 


Before the pay raise, which was ap- 


proved 10-5 by the city council, DiLeo- 
nardi was paid $35-an-hour for court 
work and $30-an-hour for other work. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, spoke in fa- 


vor of the raise, saying he believes 
DiLeonardi has been "abominably un- 
derpaid." "He was underpaid, there's 
no question about it," he said. "In 
fact, even with the raise he's still un- 
derpaid." 


As city corporation counsel, DiLeo- 


nardi takes care of all legal work not 
handled by City Atty. Charles Hug. 
City records show that his law firm, 
DiLeonardi and O'Brien, Des Plaines, 
was paid $32,458 in legal fees last year 
and $16,225 through July 19 of this 
year. 


Hug, 
who is a full-time city em- 


ploye, is paid an annual salary of 
$24,955. 


Aldermen voting against DiLeo- 


nardi's pay raise were Aldermen Jo- 
seph Szabo, 1st; John Leer, 3rd; Pat- 
rick Brannigan, 4th; Irene Birchfield, 
5th, and Carmen Sarlo, 6th. Aldermen 
Robert Kraves, 6th, and Richard 
Ward, 8th, were absent. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can," said committee 
Chairman Robert Rausch. Harper 
pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had done nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving horn home. 


RAUSCH sXlD Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous," said Robert Creek, 


president of the High School Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness, Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, the only 


two committee 
members present, 


each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported. 


Rausch said 17 of the 24 dinner 


meetings The Herald reported were 
prenegotiation sessions by the board's 
negotiating team and did not legally 
have to be announced. 


BOARD POLICY calls for announc- 


ing all meetings, even those not open 
to the public such as negotiation ses- 


sions, Rausch said. The board an 
nounces the start of negotiations, he 
said, thus notifying the public that 
meetings will take place.

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Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" In a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 


The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass, 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform "

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) — A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

Draut did not appear in court Fri- 


day. He was transported from the 
Cook County Jail, where he has been 
in custody for about three weeks, to 
Arlington Heights, but arrived about 
10 minutes after his case had been 
heard by Judge Scotillo, police said.

Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 


Elk Grove Village, will become a 
teaching hospital associated with Lo- 
yola University's Stritch School of 
Medicine. 


Agreement between Alexian Broth- 


ers and Loyola was announced Friday 
by Brother Felix Bettendorf, presi- 
dent of the Medical Center, and Dr. 
Joseph Wells, dean of Stritch medical 
school. 


Alexian Brothers will be used for 


teaching at two levels: 


• Clerkships for upperclassmen in 


medical school who have had sciences 
and some clinical experience. 


• Residencies for medical school 


graduates who are licensed physicians 
fulfilling requirements for medical 
specialties. 


Members of the hospital's medical 


and dental staffs who are active 
teachers will have appointments to 
the medical school faculty. Participa- 
tion in the teaching program will be 
strictly voluntary. 


A representative for Alexian Broth- 


ers said she did not know how many 
students would be assigned to the hos- 
pital this fall, or how many members, 
of the medical staff will get involved 
in the teaching program. 


Bettendorf said the affiliation with 


Stritch medical school, which had 
been under discussion for some time, 
"is another step in the continuing 
commitment to education that is es- 
sential to providing quality health 
care in the constantly changing field 
of medicine." 


WELLS SAID the use of Alexian 


Brothers as a teaching hospital "will 
provide an opportunity for under- 
graduate medical students and resi- 
dents to experience the type of medi- 
cal practice occurring in a burgeoning 
suburban area." 


"It will also provide an opportunity 


for those physicians on the staff of 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center who 
are genuinely interested in teaching to 
become faculty members of a major 
university," Wells said. 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center 


becomes the second Northwest subur- 
ban hospital to be associated with a 
major medical school. Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hosptial, Park Ridge, is a teach- 
ing hospital affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Medicine.

THE SCHOOL IS part of the Loyola 


University Medical Center in west 
suburban Maywood that includes the 
504-bed Foster G. McGaw Hospital, the 
Loyola University School of Dentistry, 
Burke Ambulatory Care Center and 
the Loyola School of Nursing. Nearby 
is the 1,500-bed Hines Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital and the state- 
run John Madden Mental Health Cen- 
ter. 


The medical school affiliation will 


not mean any immediate changes to 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center or in 
patient care at the 400-bed hospital, 
the spokesman said.

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Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 
The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform." 


On the final day of a sometimes bit- 


ter four weeks of debate, the Senate 
rejected a last-minute White House

Bond cuts denied in Columbo ease 


Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) — A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Djsease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigate had shifted to a 
««» of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 
; 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

each before they can be released to 
await trial. Neither has been able to 
raise the amount. 


MISS COLUMBO, Swano said, "is 


entitled to a reasonable bond. She's 
indigent; the bond is too high."

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Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would' make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 
The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform."

A proposed 30.3 per cent average in- 


crease in residential water and sewer 
service rates will be discussed by Elk 
Grove Village trustees at 8 p.m. 
Thursday. 


The committee-of-the-whole meet- 


ing, an informal session at which no 
official action can be taken, will be at 
the municipal building, 901 Wellington 
Ave. The meeting originally was 
scheduled for Aug. 17. 


The proposed residential rate in- 


creases are contained in a study pre- 
pared by consulting engineer John B. 
Black. The study also proposes aver- 
age increases of between 52.4 and 92.7 


per cent for commercial, industrial 
and multi-family water and sewer 
system users. 


Village Pres. Charles J. Zettek said 


Friday the trustees will use the meet- 
ing to examine the report and get any 
technical information it needs from 
Black and the village staff. 


"IT WOULD BE difficult for me to 


say now whether residents will be 
able to speak at the meeting, Zettek 
said. " It would depend on the climate 
there, how long the meeting is and 
how smoothly we are getting the in- 
formation we need." 


But residents will be able to com- 


ment on the proposed rate hikes when 
the village board is asked to take final 
action, he said. 


Black, using 8,770 gallons as the av- 


erage amount of water used each 
month in a residence, estimated the 
combined water and sewer rate for a 
homeowner would increase from $9.12 
to $11.88. 


BLACK HAS recommended that the 


village raise its minimum residential 
sewer charge from $1.50 to $3 and its 
water charge from $4 to $5.85 for the 
first 4,000 gallons used each month. 
Additional consumption would

crease the sewer bill by 19.8 cents per 
thousand gallons and the water bill by 
43.8 cents per thousand gallons. 


Under Black's proposal, bills for

Supreme Court to hear RTA budget case Aug. 23

"It has been my experience that the 


judges are very avid readers of the 
editorial pages and are very sensitive 
to public pressure," he said. 


THE COURT RULING is needed be- 


cause the RTA failed to approve its 
1976-77 budget by June 30, the legal 
deadline. The four suburban directors 
blocked passage in an effort to force 
the resignation of Chairman Milton 
Pikarsky. 


Although the budget was approved 


July 19 as part of a compromise 
agreement, no funds legally can be 
spent until the court upholds the va- 
lidity of the budget. 


Bus, rail and rapid transit systems 


throughout the six-county region have 
been operating without critical RTA 
subsidies since June 30, and many 


have already cut service for lack of 
funds. 


The North Suburban Mass Transit 


District has borrowed funds from lo- 
cal communities to keep buses in the 
North and Northwest suburbs oper- 
ating through Sept. 7.

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the virus in- 
vestigation ' or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

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Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 
The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators

ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires.

said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza.

thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing 'the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point."

Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 


Elk Grove Village, will become a 
teaching hospital associated with Lo- 
yola University's Stritch School of 
Medicine. 


Agreement between Alexian Broth- 


ers and Loyola was announced Friday 
by Brother Felix Bettendorf, presi- 
dent of the Medical Center, and Dr. 
Joseph Wells, dean of Stritch medical 
school. 


Alexian Brothers will be used for 


teaching at two levels: 


• Clerkships for upperclassmen in 


medical school who have had sciences 
and some clinical experience. 


• Residencies for medical school 


graduates who are licensed physicians 
fulfilling requirements for medical 
specialties. 


Members of the hospital's medical 


and dental staffs who are active 
teachers will have appointments to 
the medical school faculty. Participa- 
tion in the teaching program will be 
strictly voluntary. 


A representative for Alexian Broth- 


ers said she did not know how many 
students would be assigned to the hos- 
pital this fall, or how many members 
of the medical staff will get involved 
in the teaching program. 


Bettendorf said the affiliation with 


Stritch medical school, which had 
been under discussion for some time, 
"is another step in the continuing 
commitment to education that is es- 
sential to providing quality health 
care in the constantly changing field 
of medicine." 


WELLS SAID the use of Alexian 


Brothers as a teaching hospital "will 
provide an opportunity for under- 
graduate medical students and resi- 
dents to experience the type of medi- 
cal practice occurring hi a burgeoning 
suburban area." 


"It will also provide an opportunity 


for those physicians on the staff of 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center who 
are genuinely interested In teaching to 


become faculty members of a major 
university," Wells said. 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center 


becomes the second Northwest subur- 
ban hospital to be associated with a 
major medical school. Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hosptial, Park Ridge, is a teach- 
ing hospital affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Medicine. 
Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights, has commissioned a 
study to explore the feasibility of a 
medical school association. 


Stritch School of Medicine is one of 


the largest medical schools in Illinois. 
More than 400 students are currently 
enrolled and each year 125 graduates 
are awarded doctor's degrees. The 
school is affiliated with five other 
medical institutions. 


THE SCHOOL IS part of the Loyola 


University Medical Center in west 
suburban Maywood that includes the 
504-bed Foster G. McGaw Hospital, the 
Loyola University School of Dentistry, 
Burke Ambulatory Care Center and 
the Loyola School of Nursing. Nearby 
is the 1,500-bed Hines Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital and the state- 
run John Madden Mental Health Cen- 
ter. 


The medical school affiliation will 


not mean any immediate changes to 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center or in 
patient care at the 400-bed hospital, 
the spokesman said. 


In the long-run, patients at the hos- 


pital will benefit from the numbers of 
medically trained students who will 
be available to attend physicians, she 
said. 


A joint committee on clinical teach- 


ing has been established to implement 
the teaching program. 


Education affiliations are not entire-

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Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 


The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 


after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform." 


On the final day of a sometimes bit- 


ter four weeks of debate, the Senate 
rejected a last-minute White House

Supreme Court to hear RTA budget case Aug. 23

A court ruling on the legality of the 


Regional Transportation 
Authority 


budget will come sooner than ex- 
pected. 


The Illinois Supreme Court, which 


originally placed the case on its Sep- 
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(ember docket, has scheduled a spe- 
cial session to hear the case Aug. 23. 


RTA spokesman Lou Dom brow ski 


said the rescheduling may have been 
prompted by criticism in the press, 
which charged the court was contrib- 
uting to the regional transportation 
crisis by failing to act promptly. 


"It has been my experience that the 


judges are very avid readers of the 
editorial pages and are very sensitive 
to public pressure," he said. 


THE COURT RULING is needed be- 


cause the RTA failed to approve its 
1976-77 budget by June 30, the legal 
deadline. The four suburban directors 
blocked passage in ah effort to force 
the resignation of Chairman Milton 
Pifcarsky. 


Although the budget was approved 


July 19 as part of a compromise 
agreement, no funds legally can be 
spent until the court upholds the va- 
lidity of the budget. 


Bus, rail and rapid transit systems 


throughout the six-county region have 
been operating without critical RTA 
subsidies since June 30, and many 


have already cut service for lack of 
funds. 


The North Suburban Mass Transit 


District has borrowed funds from lo- 
cal communities to keep buses in the 
North and Northwest suburbs oper- 
ating through Sept. 7.

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer toM a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

Arlington Heights, was charged with 
reckless homicide, failure to reduce 
speed to avoid an accident, driving 
too fast for conditions, improper lane 
usage, disobeying a police officer and 
driving while intoxicated. He is being 
held in lieu of $50,000 bond. 


METPATH, INC. and McCullagh 


Leasing, Inc. were named in the suit 
because Draut was allegedly driving a 
leased company car at the time of the 
accident, Frank Bonifacic, Mrs. Var- 
go's attorney said. 


The suit alleges Metpath was negli- 


gent in allowing Draut to operate the 
car ". . . when they knew or should 
have known that he was not a safe 
driver; failed to revoke his privileges 
to drive their vehicle when they knew 
or should have known that he had 
been issued a warning from the Secre- 
tary of State as to his driving privi- 
leges."

Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 


Elk Grove Village, will become a 
teaching hospital associated with Lo- 
yola University's Stritch School of 
Medicine. 


Agreement between Alexian Broth- 


ers and Loyola was announced Friday 
by Brother Felix Bettendorf, presi- 
dent of the Medical Center, and Dr. 
Joseph Wells, dean of Stritch medical 
school. 


Alexian Brothers will be used for 


teaching at two levels: 


• Clerkships for upperclassmen In 


medical school who have had sciences 
and some clinical experience. 


• Residencies for medical school 


graduates who are licensed physicians 
fulfilling requirements for medical 
specialties. 


Members of the hospital's medical 


and dental staffs who are active 
teachers will have appointments to 
the medical school faculty. Participa- 
tion in the teaching program will be 
strictly voluntary. 


A representative for Alexian Broth- 


ers said she did not know how many 
students would be assigned to the hos- 
pital this fall, or how many members 
of the medical staff will get involved 
in the teaching program. 


Bettendorf said the affiliation with 


Stritch medical school, which had 
been under discussion for some time, 
"is another step in the continuing 
commitment to education that is es- 
sential to providing quality health 
care in the constantly changing field 
of medicine." 


WELLS SAID the use of Alexian 


Brothers as a teaching hospital "will 
provide an opportunity for under- 
graduate medical students and resi- 
dents to experience the type of medi- 
cal practice occurring in a burgeoning 
suburban area." 


"It will also provide an opportunity 


for those physicians on the staff of 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center who 
are genuinely interested in teaching to 


become faculty members of a major 
university," Wells said. 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center 


becomes the second Northwest subur- 
ban hospital to be associated with a 
major medical school Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hosptial, Park Ridge, is a teach- 
ing hospital affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Medicine. 
Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights, has commissioned a 
study to explore the feasibility of a 
medical school association. 


Stritch School of Medicine is one of 


the largest medical schools in Illinois. 
More than 400 students are currently 
enrolled and each year 125 graduates 
are awarded doctor's degrees. The 
school is affiliated with five other 
medical institutions. 


THE SCHOOL IS part of the Loyola 


University Medical Center in west 
suburban Maywood that includes the 
504-bed Foster G. McGaw Hospital, the 
Loyola University School of Dentistry, 
Burke Ambulatory Care Center and 
the Loyola School of Nursing. Nearby 
is the 1,500-bed Hines Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital and the state- 
run John Madden Mental Health Cen- 
ter.. 


The medical school affiliation will 


not mean any immediate changes to 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center or in 
patient care at the 400-bed hospital, 
the spokesman said. 


In the long-run, patients at the hos- 


pital will benefit from the numbers of 
medically trained students who will 
be available to attend physicians, she 
said. 


A joint committee on clinical teach- 


ing has been established to implement 
the teaching program. 


Education affiliations are not entire-

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Senate approves tax bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 
The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform."

Times have changed since then. The 


department, which at one time relied 
on businessmen, teachers and others 
from all walks of life to fight its fires, 
lias grown up. 


THE VOLUNTEERS are still a ma- 


jor part of the department's operation 
but the focus and burden of future 
fircfighting 
in Palatine has been 


shifted to a full-time trained staff of 
27. including 14 certified paramedics. 


Helms, the man who oversaw the 


entire changeover now is fire mar- 
shal, but still remains a key member 
of the department. Helms was ele- 
vated to the post this year and will 
concentrate his efforts on long-range 
planning and development. 


Harvey C. Cat-others, Helms' re- 


placement at the position of fire chief, 
will maintain control of day-to-day de- 
partment operations. 


"The greatest change I saw was in 


going from an all-volunteer to a full- 
time paid department," Helms said. 
With the increased number of calls to 
the fire department, Helms said it 
would be impossible to rely solely on 
volunteers, even though they are still 
recruited. The department now has IS 
volunteers. 


THE VILLAGE was able to create a 


full-time department because the vot- 
ers last September approved a tax in- 
crease to finance the cost of up- 
grading fire and paramedic service. 


Since passage of the referendum, 


the department has hired 13 more 
full-time men and has budgeted funds 
for hiring 12 additional full-time men. 
Helms said the additional men will 
enable the department to staff the 
Slade Street fire station 24 hours a 
day 


Helms said he believes the single 


greatest accomplishment he has seen 
in his more than 20 years with the 
department is the development of the 
paramedic program. "It all started 
right here and at the time I didn't 
think it would get off the ground," he 
said. "But it's a great thing." 


THE VILLAGE has two paramedic 


ambulances. In addition to the 14 cer- 
tified paramedics, eight other firemen 
are now undergoing paramedic train- 
ing, Helms said. When the men are 
certified the department will have 
enough trained paramedics to meet 
state requirements that two para- 
medics be available around the clock 
to go on every ambulance call. 


Helms said another long-range goal 


is the need for a third fire station in 
the village. 


"There is a need for another fire 


station in the north area near the new 
high school," Helms said. The high 
school is located on Rohlwing Road 
north of the Winston Park subdivision. 


He also suggested the location of 


the downtown fire station at Slade 
Street be moved to a more southern 
location in the village, preferable on 
Illinois Avenue, "Illinois Avenue is a 
direct route to the commercial area 
and to Inverness," Helms said. 


Helms said he is still working close- 


ly with his successor in handling the 
daily operation of the department 
since Carothers only assumed his 
new duties in April. But the fire mar- 
shal admits that he is looking forward 
to stepping back out of the chief's 
role. 


"After you've been with it for 40 


years like I have, you don't mind get- 
ting away from the day-to-day oper- 
ation," Helms said.

Bond cuts denied in Columbo case

bond from $250,000 to $20,000,

bond from $250,000 to $40,000. 


William Swano, public defender for 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca, said his 
office Tuesday will appeal Romiti's 


decision in the Illinois Appellate 
Court. 


Under state law, a defendant in cus- 


tody must post 10 per cent of a bond 
to be freed. Miss Columbo and De- 
Luca consequently must post $25,000 
each before they can be released to 
await trial. Neither has been able to 
raise the amount. 


MISS COLUMBO, Swano said, "is 


entitled to a reasonable bond. She's 
indigent; the bond is too high." 


As for winning an appeal for De- 


Luca, Swano said "We should have a 


much better chance. If anybody de- 
serves a bond, it's him." 


The pair is charged with the May 4 


slaying of the Frank Columbo family 
of 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove 
Village, in which Frank, his wife 
Mary and 13-year-old son Michael 
were murdered. 


Miss Columbo, daughter of the fam- 


ily, was arrested May 15 at the Lom- 
bard apartment she shared with De- 
Luca. DeLuca was arrested July 17 at 
the apartment he recently had moved 
to in Villa Park. 


SWANO ARGUED in court Monday 


that DeLuca should be given a re- 
duced bond so that DeLuca may free 
himself, return to his job as a drug- 
store manager and continue $600- 
a-month alimony payments to his ex- 
wife, Marilyn, of Addison, and their 
five children. 


Judge Romiti scheduled the next 


hearing in the case for Sept. 14 in 
Cook County Circuit Court, to discuss 
evidence compiled by crime labora- 
tory technicians. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca are

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" 
in the .virus in- 


vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


passed a major tax revision bill Fri- 
day which would make permanent 
most individual tax cuts but which 
left the hopes of liberal tax "refor- 
mers" in a shambles. 


The vote was 49-22. 


The bill makes some changes limit- 


ing tax shelters and other tax advan- 
tages, including a significant tight- 
ening of the minimum tax on the 
wealthy with large amounts of prefer- 
ence income. 


These changes, however, are offset 


by hundreds of amendments granting 
new tax advantages. Some are likely 
to be popular, such as an expanded 
child-care tax credit and tax credits 
up to $225 for home insulation and 
$2,000 for solar heat installation. Oth- 
ers are regarded as necessary, such 
as making permanent the 10-per-cent 
investment tax credit. 


As special interest groups won pros- 


pective benefits in amendment after 
amendment, reform-minded senators 


despairingly sought to kill everything 
in the bill except extension of the tax 
cuts and at one point came within 
only a handful of votes of succeeding. 


"The internal Revenue code would 


be better off without this bill," said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
after the bill was approved. "It is a 
backward step for tax reform."

Toxins feared cause of deaths of Legionnaires 


ATLANTA (UPI) — A toxic chem- 


ical in the food, water or air at the 
Pennsylvania American Legion con- 
vention emerged Friday as the prime 
suspect in the puzzling deaths of 25 
Legionnaires. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of the 


national Center for Disease Control, 
said virtually all other possible causes 
of the illness had been ruled out, in- 
cluding swine influenza. 


Although he said research work 


would continue into possible viral, 
bacterial or fungi causes, the main 
thrust of investigation had shifted to a 
row of converted wooden Army bar- 


racks housing the chemical labora- 
tories at Chamblee, about 10 miles 
from Atlanta. The other studies are 
being carried out at the main CDC 
lab, a high security facility known as 
Building Seven. 


Sencer said extensive tests con- 


ducted on an around-the-clock basis 
had failed to incriminate any of the 
major bacterias or any known virus 
or fungus. This would leave only a 
poison of some kind as the principal 
target of the investigation, but Sencer 
would not say flatly that a.chemical 
was responsible for the illness. 


BUT HE DID say: "We have found 


nothing at all" in the virus in- 
vestigation or in the research into 
bacteria and fungi. 


Don Berreth, CDC public informa- 


tion officer, said, "No virus that we 
are aware of could have gone unde- 
tected." He said the investigation 
would be concentrated on chemical 
agents, of which he added "there lit- 
erally are thousands." 


Sencer told a news conference "we 


are quite confident now that this is not 
influenza. We are all quite relieved." 
He said the disease had not spread 
and that there had been no secondary 


transmissions to members of the fam- 
ilies of the victims or into the commu- 
nity. 


"IT HAS LIMITED itself. We can 


rest easier that it will not spread from 
its focal point." 


The more than 150 persons who 


came down with the disease, he said, 
are getting well. "The cases are peak- 
ing and we are on the down swing." 


The search for a chemical poison 


could be more time-consuming and 
complicated than the virus research, 
according to Sencer. "I don't think 
there will be any answers over the 
weekend," he said.

driving too fast for conditions, im- 
proper lane usage, disobeying a police 
officer and driving while intoxicated. 


Bond cuts refused in Columbo case 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


Friday denied bond reductions for Pa- 
tricia Columbo and Frank DeLuca, 
charged with the brutal slaying of 
Miss Columbo's family in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Judge Philip Romiti denied a mo- 


tion filed Monday, to reduce DeLuca's 
bond from $250,000 to $20,000, and 
turned down a similar request filed 
June 16 to reduce Miss Columbo's 
bond from $250,000 to $40,000. 


William Swano, public defender for 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca, said his 
office Tuesday will appeal Romiti's 
decision in the Illinois Appellate 
Court. 


Under state law, a defendant in cus- 


tody must post 10 per cent of a bond 
to be freed. Miss Columbo and De- 
Luca consequently must post $25.000 
each before they can be released to 
await trial. Neither has been able to 
raise the amount. 


MISS COLUMBO, Swano said, "is 


entitled to a reasonable bond. She's 
indigent; the bond is too high." 


As for winning an appeal for De- 


Luca, Swano said "We should have a 
much better chance. If anybody de- 
serves a bond, it's him." 


The pair is charged with the May 4 


slaying of the Frank Columbo family 
of 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove 
Village, in which Frank, his wife 
Mary and 13-year-old son Michael 
were murdered. 


Miss Columbo, daughter of the fam- 


ily, was arrested May 15 at the Lom- 
bard apartment she shared with De- 
Luca. DeLuca was arrested July 17 at 


the apartment he recently had moved 
to in Villa Park. 


SWANO ARGUED in court Monday 


that DeLuca should be given a re- 
duced bond so that DeLuca may free 
himself, return to his job as a drug- 
store manager and continue $600- 
a-month alimony payments to his ex- 
wife, Marilyn, of Addison, and their 


five children. 


Judge Romiti scheduled the next 


hearing in the case for Sept. 14 in 
Cook County Circuit Court, to discuss 
evidence compiled by crime labora- 
tory technicians. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca are 


being held in Cook County Jail, Chi- 
cago. 


3;rd tenant at Park View School 


A third tenant has been approved 


for Park View School, 805 Burning 
Bush Ln., Mt. Prospect. 


The East Maine Christian Academy, 


Glenview, was authorized by the Dist. 
26 Board of Education this week to 
rent the learning center and some 
storage space for $6,000. 
the academy is seeking additional 
space to augment its facilities on Mil- 
waukee Avenue in Glenview. Junior 
high students will use the space in 
Park View, he said. 


Park View School was closed at the 


end of the 1975-76 school year to help 
offset declining enrollment and future 
budget deficits. 


A MONTESSORI School has re- 


ceived approval to rent three class- 
rooms for the coming year, and the 
Good People's Food Co-op, presently 
based in Des Plaines, will rent one 
classroom.

Alexian joins with Loyola, 
becomes teaching facility

Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 


Elk Grove Village, will become a 
teaching hospital associated with Lo- 
yola University's Stritch School of 
Medicine. 


Agreement between Alexian Broth- 


ers and Loyola was announced Friday 
by Brother Felix Bettendorf, presi- 
dent of the Medical Center, and Dr. 
Joseph Wells, dean of Stritch medical 
school. 


Alexian Brothers will be used for 


teaching at two levels: 


• Clerkships for upperclassmen in 


medical school who have had sciences 
and some clinical experience. 


• Residencies for medical school 


graduates who are licensed physicians 
fulfilling requirements for medical 
specialties. 


Members of the hospital's medical 


and dental staffs who are active 
teachers will have appointments to 
the medical school faculty. Participa- 
tion in the teaching program will be 
strictly voluntary. 


A representative for Alexian Broth- 


ers said she did not know how many 
students would be assigned to the hos- 
pital this fall, or how many members 
of the medical staff will get involved 
in the teaching program. 


Bettendorf said the affiliation with 


Stritch medical school, which had 
been under discussion for some time, 
"is another step in the continuing 
commitment to education that is es- 
sential to providing quality health 
care in the constantly changing field 
of medicine." 


WELLS SAID the use of Alexian 


Brothers as a teaching hospital "will 
provide an opportunity for under- 
graduate medical students and resi- 
dents to experience the type of medi- 
cal practice occurring in a burgeoning 
suburban area." 


"It will also provide an opportunity 


for those physicians on the staff of 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center who 
are genuinely interested in teaching to 


become faculty members of a major 
university," Wells said. 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center 


becomes the second Northwest subur- 
ban hospital to be associated with a 
major medical school. Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hosptial, Park Ridge, is a teach- 
ing hospital affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Medicine. 
Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights, has commissioned a 
study to explore the feasibility of a 
medical school association. 


Stritch School of Medicine is one of 


the largest medical schools in Illinois. 
More than 400 students are currently 
enrolled and each year 125 graduates 
are awarded doctor's degrees. The 
school is affiliated with five other 
medical institutions. 


THE SCHOOL IS part of the Loyola 


University Medical Center in west 
suburban Maywood that includes the 
504-bed Foster G. McGaw Hospital, the 
Loyola University School of Dentistry, 
Burke Ambulatory Care Center and 
the Loyola School of Nursing. Nearby 
is the 1,500-bed Hines Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital and the state- 
run John Madden Mental Health Cen- 
ter. 


The medical school affiliation will 


not mean any immediate changes to 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center or in 
patient care at the 400-bed hospital, 
the spokesman said. 


In the long-run, patients at the hos- 


pital will benefit from the numbers of 
medically trained students who will 
be available to attend physicians, she 
said. 


A joint committee on clinical teach- 


ing has been established to implement 
the teaching program. 


Education affiliations are not entire- 


ly new at Alexian Brothers. Gradu- 
ates of Stritch have been residents in, 
psychiatry at the medical center since 
1974. Since July 1, a senior orthopedic 
resident from Loyola has been work- 


ing with the chairman of the hospi- 
tal's department 
of rehabilitation 


medicine. 
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
